This is very interesting. 

It is somewhat rare for undergraduates to 
stand up in meeting and talk back to the fac- 
ulty. 

It is even rarer for college students to crit- 
icize any athletic policy which results in win- 
ning teams. The University of Georgia stands 
high in athletic rankings; protests against 
“‘over emphasis’’ on football or other sports 
usually come from elderly alanini, not from 
the students themselves. 

All in all, Cheek’s articles apparently have 
stirted some talk, 

It’s strange; but what, in the name of 
heaven, can you expect when you urge people 
to think for themselves? Thinking is an activ- 
ity rarely indulged in these days; unfortunate- 
ly, this is even true of students of universities. 
Kew people bother to think for themselves; 
that explains a great many of the less happy 
features of modern life in college and else- 
where. 

Once a man starts thinking for him. 
self he begins to question many of the es- 
tablished customs and _ institutions and 
rules with which he is surrounded. That 
is inevitable, for the simple reason that so 
many of these things have no sound basis. 

[t is true at universities, where football 

coaches are paid and honored more highly 

than professors; it is also true in the out- 
side world. 

“Think for yourself’’—oh, by ail means. 
But, if you go around advoeating that, don’t 
be surprised if the people you are exhorting 
presently arrive at conclusions that disturb 
you.
